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Art  Bar  Article  -  Some  History  by  Will  Rossman 


I  enjoyed  the  article  in  which  Ed  Lantz  reminisced  about  the  1ASAC. 
Reading  the  story  as  he  remembered  it  filled  in  a  few  blanks  in  my  faulty 
memory  and  left  me  to  muse  on  my  role  in  the  club’s  development. 


I  am  a  silver  art  aficionado  of  the  second  generation.  Duane  Spellman, 
Steve  Rood  and  all  of  you  who  have  been  involved  since  the  early  ‘70’s 
have  my  admiration.  My  association  didn’t  begin  until  1980  or  so,  when 
I  returned  from  an  army  tour  in  Europe  and  was  assigned  to  Fort  Hood  in 
Killeen,  Texas.  I  opened  a  coin  shop  and  one  of  the  first  items  offered  to 
me  over  the  counter  was  a  Mount  Everest  Mint  “Peace  Bar  with 
Diamond.”  1  didn’t  know  a  thing  about  silver  art,  but  I  liked  what  I  saw. 
From  that  point  on,  art  bars  were  frequently  purchased  along  with  the 
coins,  but  rarely  sold. 

After  another  overseas  tour  in  Korea,  l  found  myself  in  Colorado 
Springs,  Colorado  at  Fort  Carson.  At  this  point,  I  didn’t  know  anyone 
else  who  collected  art  bars.  I  believe  that  the  Hunt  brothers’  run  on 
precious  metals  in  1979/80  had  essentially  ruined  the  hobby.  The  clubs 
had  all  folded  and  very  few  people  were  actively  selling  to  a  wide 
clientele.  1  didn’t  have  a  coin  shop  this  tour,  but  l  still  bought  art  bars 
whenever  I  could  find  them.  After  buying  a  gold  plated  Skylab  set  from 
a  local  dealer  and  finding  an  old  art  bar  catalog  at  the  ANA  library,  I  put 
a  price  list  together  and  under  the  business  name.  Silver  Mountain , 
advertised  it  along  with  the  Skylab  bars  in  “Coin  World.’  I  believe  the 
asking  price  for  the  set  was  $65  and  I  think  it  may  have  been  Steve 
Pfaadt  who  bought  it.  Numerous  other  people  inquired  about  the  list  and 
most  of  the  bars  sold.  I’ve  had  a  merchant  mentality  since  selling  stamps 
for  Dixie  cup  money  in  2  nd  grade,  so  I  was  hooked. 


I  became  acquainted  with  Duane,  Steve  Rood  and  Bill  Cassin,  who  sent 
me  lots  of  information  and  old  newsletters  from  the  ‘70’s.  John  Knox 
had  already  passed,  but  he  left  us  a  fine  legacy  from  his  curiosity, 
research  and  record  keeping.  While  I  scoured  the  area  for  art  bars  to  sell, 
I  also  started  to  salt  the  price  lists  with  articles  and  information,  some  old 
and  some  new.  The  Silver  Art  Newsletter  was  bom. 


1  sit  here  today  with  my  pentium  computer  and  desktop  publishing 
program.  It  really  makes  me  smile  to  think  of  the  equipment  that 
produced  S.A.N.  (and  subsequently  the  Silver  Bugle).  I  used  a  Royal 
electric  typewriter  that  offered  different  fonts  from  three  or  four  different 
print  wheels.  Headlines  were  created  with  rub-on  lettering  and  bar 
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graphics  came  from  multiple  Xeroxes  of  the  individual  bars,  the  best  of 
which  were  manually  cut  out  and  pasted  onto  the  page  for  mass  copying. 
It  became  a  40-hour  process. 

S.A.N.  expanded.  I  was  contacted  by  Dick  Canale,  a  very  interesting 
individual  from  Connecticut.  Dick  was  an  attorney,  re-finished  antique 
furniture  and  had  been  an  art  bar  distributor  in  the  4 70’ s.  Dick  had 
significant  holdings  of  Greathouse,  Green  Country,  and  B.H.  Mayer  bars 
and  we  reached  an  agreement  under  which  I  would  sell  his  bars  on 
consignment.  (I  was  shocked  to  hear  of  his  passing  but  also  that  he  had 
so  many  GCM  bars  left.  Combined  with  the  number  I  sold  for  him,  it 
would  seem  that  hardly  any  of  some  of  those  issues  could  have  sold 
originally).  Dick  generally  drove  a  hard  bargain,  but  he  also  sold  me  a 
Mount  Everest  Mint  “Girl  with  Roses’  tringot  for  $18.00,  the  only  one  1 
have  ever  seen!  My  World's  Greatest  Warships  bars  minted  under  the 
nom  de  guerre ,  Maritime  Mint,  also  began  around  this  time,  so  l  had  to 
add  more  articles  to  balance  the  newsletter. 

As  Ed  wrote,  he  contacted  me  in  1985  about  starting  a  silver  art  bar  club. 
I  agreed  to  participate  and  to  edit  the  newsletter  under  the  name.  The 
Silver  Bugle.  For  awhile,  I  put  out  both  S.A.N.  and  the  Bugle,  but  two 
was  too  much  and  S.A.N.  fell  by  the  wayside.  My  personal  life  was  in 
transition  in  1985.  I  separated  from  both  the  service  and  my  wife,  later 
going  to  work  for  the  American  Numismatic  Association  as  an 
authenticator/grader.  Shortly  thereafter,  many  of  us  went  to  Las  Vegas 
for  the  first  I ASBC  Convention.  I  believe  it  was  there  that  we  changed 
the  “Bar”  in  the  name  to  44 Art”  so  that  we  could  welcome  our  round 
collecting  friends  as  well.  I  was  a  heady  feeling. 

Time  blurs,  but  the  next  year  seemed  to  race  by.  I  published  an 
article  entitled  "The  History  of  Silver  Art  Bars"  in  the  ANA’s 
monthly  publication.  The  Numismatist.  The  membership  rolls  of 
IASAC  continued  to  grow  and  in  seemingly  no  time,  we  were 
planning  the  second  annual  convention  in  greater  Cincinnati. 
Ensconced  in  our  own  small  bourse  room,  we  were  introduced  to  a 
white  Bengal  tiger  (she  things  you're  just  another  tiger,  but  watch 
it,  she  plays  rough!),  and  later,  1  took  over  the  gavel  as  the 
association’s  second  president. 
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1  must  admit  that  my  memory  gets  worse  as  I  go  forward.  My 
duties  at  the  ANA  became  more  demanding  as  time  went  on  and 
eventually,  something  had  to  give.  I  am  most  grateful  to  Duane 
Spellman  for  taking  over  the  Silver  Bugle,  a  task  he  has  retained  to 
this  day.  I  remember  selling  our  current  president,  Michelle 
Burke,  and  “Elvis  Lives1'  bar  at  Long  Beach.  By  the  time  the  next 
year  rolled  around,  however,  1  was  spending  sixteen  hours  a  day 
trying  to  put  the  ANA  into  the  coin  “slabbing’1  business. 
Regretfully,  my  active  time  with  silver  art  dwindled  and  then 
almost  came  to  a  stop.  I  say  almost  because  while  my  reason  for 
attending  coin  shows  and  visiting  shops  in  the  ensuing  years  has 
been  to  buy  and  sell  coins,  I  never  passed  up  the  opportunity  to 
pick  up  a  neat  bar  or  round! 


These  days  I  am  Director  of  Institutional  Sales  at  Heritage  Rare 
Coin  Galleries.  The  pace  stays  hectic,  but  having  just  stepped 
down  after  four  years  on  the  ANA  Board,  Fve  had  a  little  time  to 
dig  through  all  my  stuff  and  create  a  website.  Recently  I  received 
an  e-mail  about  silver  art  from  a  man  in  Luxembourg.  Facing  the 
new  millennium,  it  drives  home  the  point  of  how  small  the  world  is 
becoming. .. .  and  how  advanced  communications  have  become 
since  the  daisy  wheel  and  rub-on  lettering!  The  great  thing  about  it 
all  is  that  technology  brings  people,  in  our  case,  silver  art 
collectors,  closer  together!

What  Is  A  Topical  Collector? 

When,  years  ago,  yours  began  in  silver  rounds,  the  discussion  was 
what  to  collect’,  and  there  was  no  agreement.  This  universal  openness  of 
silver  rounds  is  one  of  the  particular  characteristics  of  our  silver  round 
hobby  and  its  advantage  and  appeal:  anyone  can  collect  anything! 

In  philately- — our  fellow  hobbyists  enjoying  the  world  of  stamps— 
there  is  reference  to  ‘topical  collecting’.In  a  nutshell,  this  means  that  some¬ 
one  specializes  in  ‘trains  on  stamps’,  or  ‘maps  on  stamps’,  or  ‘Boy  Scouts 
on  stamps’,  and  so  on.  In  fact,  there  is  a  specific  national  organization, 
named  the  American  Topical  Association  (ATA),  and  these  three  examples 
given,  all  are  specific  subgroups,  called  affiliates,  of  ATA. 

Of  course,  most  reading  this  would  now,  or  have  already,  under¬ 
stood  what  a  topical  collector  is.  Let  me  offer  some  specifics  from  our  own 
hobby  of  silver  rounds.  Some  of  the  names  are  well-known,  and  others 
may  not  be  know  to  readers  of  the  SILVER  BUGLE. 

Carrying  topical  collecting  to  specific  geographic  site,  Michael  J. 
* Sears  Repair 1  Fiore,  of  Concord,  California,  rising  figure  in  northern  Cali¬ 
fornia  numismatics,  collects  only  silver  rounds,  plus  medals,  with  the 
Golden  Gate  Bridge  and  equally  known  ‘Bay  Bridge’,  connecting  Oak¬ 
land  and  San  Francisco.  He  has  expanded  his  collecting  to  include  any¬ 
thing  related  to  these  two  landmark  Bridges. 

These  two  Bridges  connect  San  Francisco  to  the  Bay  Area,  and  in 
San  Francisco  are  the  equally  world-famous  Cable  Cars—  "where  little 
Cable  Cars  climb  halfway  to  the  stars  "—and  another  prominent  northern 
California  coin  hobbyist,  Jack  Free,  of  Santa  Rosa,  California,  collects 
any  silver  round  and  medal  with  Cable  Cars,  having  assembled  several 
impressive  albums  of  numerous  all-different  medallic  portrayals  with  San 
Francisco  Cable  Cars. 

Still  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area,  equally  well-known  com  hob¬ 
byist,  Chuck  White,  of  Livermore  Valley,  California,  is  quite  vocal  and 
active  about  his  American  Indians,  on  silver  rounds  as  well  as  medals  and 
coins,  also  maybe  anything  else! 

Of  course,  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area,  resides  a  preeminent 
silver  round  booster,  none-other  than  our  own  Jan  D.  Henke,  of  Farirfield, 
California,  fellow  IASAC  member  #302,  who  collects  ‘coin  club  medals’, 
and  his  collection  is  unrivaled,  and  his  pursuit  of  these  is  legendary. 

By  now,  if  you  did  not  already  think  what  a  topical  collector  could 
be,  you  are  learning  what  topical  collecting  implies,  and  it  is  wide-open. 
There  is  no  limits  nor  restrictions.  As  with  our  fellow  stamp  hobbyists, 
only  limits  and  restrictions  arc  the  learning  and  locating  the  additions  to 
your  collections,  which  can  only  enlarge!  In  closing,  the  secret  to  enjoy 
silver  rounds  is  to  be  topical,  remembering  not  to  collect  just  silver  but  the 
topic  .—Michael  S.  ‘ Stan  ’  Turrini ,  IASAC  #3  50 
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E  Bruce  Strimple  #103  writes,  “I  was  collecting  coins  but  they 
were  getting  too  expensive.  One  day  the  coin  dealer  had  a  few 
bars.  They  were  around  $5  apiece.  One  look  and  I  was  hooked  - 
for  good.  I  think  all  members  should  get  a  roster  with  everyone's 
name  and  address  Just  so  we  know  where  we  all  live,  or  how  we 
got  into  collecting  silver  bars  and  rounds.”
